Although the recent Hongkong 
waterfront dispute resulted in a 
partial and very necessary

are, many ‘respectable British 
officers and engineers, with good 
reputations, anxious to find. em- 
‘| ployment but quite unable to do 
so. If it were merely a case of 
these men bging the victims of a 
depression which is not_of_the. 
Colony’s own -making, thera 
would be less cause for comment 
than there is under some of the 
circumstances which have con- 
tributed to the present, position.
